;il the Fair, was accompanied with 
but one regret — that tho ('(invention 
of tin' Deaf did not happen at the 
same time, tor the tribute paid to 
Miss Keller by all on that day was 
uevei greater, and worth coming 
from lar to wee. The Hall of Con 
greases, the same al which the Con- 
vent ion of the Deuf held their first 

meeting wm crowded to the doors 

long before the opening exercises 
for that day were began. The Heats 
were all taken two or three hours 
in advance, aisles packed by later 

somen and an extra relay of Jef- 
ferson Guards' called to keep the 
crowd back. Enterprising indi- 
viduals, ine.ludir.g sedate old gontle- 
men and ladles, secured step ladders 
from some where and climbed in 
through the windows, twelve feet 
from tbe ground, The front scats 
ill the hall had been reserved for 
the deaf and blind and all who 
were lucky enough to get thiough 
the crowd behind, were able cither 
to let or hear everything that 
transfered. 

The following was clipped from 
a local daily and gives a good 
account of the morning's meeting:

Miss Keller seemed blissfully 

unconscious of it and as happy 
child out for a holiday. .She fol- 
lowed, one hand clasping that of 
her friend and livelier, MisH Sul- 
livan. Her hair curled about her 
luce and her pretty llowci hat was 
somewhat awry from the ordeal 
through which she had passed, 

Her dainty pink and gray linen 
gown was crushed and polled. Her 
face was Hushed from the effort, 
but then was a smile upon it as she 
took her plaao on the platform. 

Dr. Oallaudet called the meeting 
tO order and introduced President 
PranoiS, and it was not until he 
had begun to Speak that quiet was 
restored. 

President Francis occupied very 

little lime in his address Of welcome, 

but after a few touching remarks, 

in which I. e showed how earnestly 
be Appreciated Ihe situation, he i'> 
Croduoed Miss Keller. 

With a smile upon her lips she 
advanced and a breathless silence 
fell upon tho audience. As Miss 
Kdler spoke in the low voice natural 
to her, Miss Sullivan repealed the 
words, buti as if was impossible for 
her to be heai'l at any great distance, 

President Fiancis again repeated 
the words so that they could be heard 

in all parti of the house.

"The message of thiH Exposition 
is to work for the education of all 
people, including the sightless, the 
deaf and the dumb. 

PRETTY WORD PICTURE. 

"Within the great halls stand 
not only model factories and woiks 
of art. Yonder stands the locomo- 
tive annihilating distance, and the 
illustration of the processes of 
irrigation, which has reclaimed the 
desert, and in the halls of educa- 
tion we see how man has reclaimed 
his fellowmen and annihilated dark- 
ness. Tie Louisiana Purchase is a 
great manifestation of all the forces 
of enlightenment and all man's 
thousand torches burn here at once. 
The value of everything here is odu 
cational. This Exposition is what 
its distinguished founder intended 
it to be (at this point President 
Francis heisitated, and I)r Dobyn, 

of Mississippi, took up the sentence

PATHETIC INCIDENT. 

Following the I ilk of Miss Keller 
Hie two talented blind twins, 
Lester and TeSSie Van /ant, of the 
Kansas school for the blind, were 
lifted to the top of the table. They 
played several violin solos. The 
scene was iffeotlug and all over tho 
crowded house men and women 
wore wijiing theirtears of sympathy 
The only ones who did not Seem 

more or less affected were the nnfor 
tunatos themselves. Miss Keller 
smiled all the while the " twins," in 
their Impassive way, fingered the 

strings of their Instruments. The 

last number was a composition of 

their own, which the little fellows 
played in I he same stoical fashion. 
At the close Miss Keller impulsively 
rushed towards I hem, and feeling 
for the children, drew first one and 
then the other towards her in a 
.unbrace, kissing their faces 
and fondling them.

the hand when introduced to her, 
and seemed as fresh as she had 
appeared in the morning. Mr. 
Cloud presented lo her, earlier in 
the evening, in the name of the deaf 
of Missouri, a small keepsake of her 
visit to St. Louis in the shape of a 
gold brooch, a llcur-dr lis in design, 
and studded with pearls, the latter 
being tin- jewel of her birth month. 
Miss Keller was agreeably surprised 
and in a few well chosen words 

thanked the donors. The brooch 

was worn the rest of the evening 

Short addresses were made, Presi 
dent Francis making tin Introduo 
tions and prefacing his remarks by 
pleasantly alluding 10 the great 
event of the day the reception and 
oration of the morning to Miss 
Keller. Dr. Gallaudet m speaking 
said thai he fell just i tied in welcom- 
ing Miss Keller to Missouri as a sort 
of Missourian, although he was a 
native of Connecticut. He had just 
made the acquaintance of a young 
Missourian named Allen V. Cook roll 
Gallaudet, a true sou of the soil, and 
as he was the youngster's grand- 

fathcr he thought that gave him » 
claim on Missouri.

The contract is 
made in writing and is called a policy. 
The policy therefore, expresses the terms 
of the contract and governs the rights of 
the parties. 

Fraternal insurance is the very antithesis 
of insurance as above understood. Alia 
ternal society does not, and has no power, 
to make an insurance contract, It cannot 
issue a policy. Its contract is not between 
the society on the one hand and the mem 
bers on the other, but between the mem- 
bers of the society each with the others, 
and this contract is not e\ In the 

certificate of membership 
society . The certificate which it issues is 
not apolicv, but merely an evidei 
membership, and certifies that the holder 
is entitled to the rights and privileges 
flowing therefrom. I? the society issued a 
policy, it would immediately cease ( 
fraternal society, would l>e classed as an 
insurance company and lie required to 
make reports and pay taxes. The insur- 
ance in most of the contracts reads : 
an amount not to exceed Jtiooo." so they 
pay only what they are able to collect. It 
frequently takes a year to collect an 
meat, and then the amount is often far 
short of the claim. Reing without a 
reserve fund, which is always profitably 
invested, they are obliged e their 

assessments both in number and amount 
until they become so burdensome that the 
members drop out, losing what tt, 
paid. Actually hundred and 

even insurance companies on this, the 
assessment, plan, have failed within the 
past twenty years. Of course, when 
so unfortunate as to be rejected entirely 
by reliable life insurance compau 
fraternal Association would afford the 
only means of insurance, but at best it is a 
poor substitute.

Three mysterious disappearances 

which have just been made known 
to metropolitan magistrates call 
attention to the startling fact that 
36,000 people are reported to the 
police as missing every year, says 
the London Exp, 

In the present instance all the 
missing people are men, one being 
a tailor living in Croat Portland 
Street, another a groundsman in a 
cricket field at Norhury, and the 
third a veteran of the Franco-Geniaii 
war, who had with him two medals 
won for services rendered in that 
campaign. There may or may not 
be some connection between their 
disappearance and the fact thai 
nine bodies were taken from the 
Thames in one week recently, of 
whloh but three were Identified. 
It is only certain that they have 
vanished completely from the sight 
and knowledge of their friends. 

The remarkable manner in which 
thousands are lost to their friends 
in London every year is one of the 
unexplained mysteries of the metro 
polis. 

In tixt* years no fewer than S 
persons have been totally lost, which 
means that they must have vanished 
at an average rate of 50 every day 

If massed together they would be 
numerically equal to two complete 
army corps, or almost sufficient to 
populate three cities as large as 

Peterborough. 

It is certain that a very large pro- 
portion Or these missing people are 
parents who desert their families. 
Some are person 4 who find it advis- 
able to change their name and their 
surroundings; others no doubt com 
mil suicide, and their bodies are 
Bevel discovered. But when every 
contingency is taken into account, 
there are several thousands who van- 
ish as completely as if they Were 
swallowed up by Ihe earth, aud are 
never heard of again. 

In addition to what is done by 
Scotland Yard and private detective 
agencies, the finding of lost persons 
is made a special branch of the 
Salvation Army's work. Their Lost 
Persons Department in the White 
chapel road has been in existence 
some yearn, during which time ovei 
•;> missing people have been 
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first reported to the nearest Salvation 

Army office, together with anv de 
tails that can be supplied, and then 
inquiries are instituted through the 
nearest army depot where further 
tidings are most likely lo be obtain 

ed. 

Photographs and descriptions of 
the missing are also published in 
the Her Cry, which, as it 
circulates to the extent of nearly 
1,000,000 copies weekly, is a pow- 
erful agency for detection among 
the lower classes. 

Lapse of memory often accounts 
for what might otherwise seem mys- 
terious disappoa ranees, and 
have even been known where 
persona have moved from place to 
place without being in any real 
sense conscious. 

Among each instances was the c ice 
recorded by Charcot of a man who 
had repeated losses of consciousness 

lasting several hours at a time. 
On a par'ieular day he was bu- 
lbs ordinary employment in Paris, 
but the same evening lost conscious 
ness, and eight days later awoke to 
find himself in Brest. He had no 
knowledge of what had passed in 
the interval, and had spent 68 of his 
employer's mom 
More extraordinary still, hoe 

is the weird case of a hoy named 
Charles Ash more, who a few years 
ago was sent from a house situated 
on the main road, between Brambes 
and Sieving to procure water al R 
well a hundred yards or so awa> As 
he did not return, his father, becom 
ing anxious, set out a with a lantern 
in search of him The ground was 
covered with a light fall of «now 
when the boy started, and as none 
had fallen since, his footsteps were 
plainly discernible.
